Invited On New Location to be| 


Larger, Say Teachers 


Both chemistry and physics labor- 
atories of Santa Ana junior college 
will be much larger and better equip- 
ped when the school is moved to its 
new quarters on North Main street 


next fall, stated Miss Etta M. Conkle, 
chemistry instructor, and H. O. Rus- 
sell, physics teacher, today. 

It will be possible to accomodate 32 
chemistry students in the new labor- 
atory, and 30 in the physics work- 
room, about twice as many as are be- 
ing taught now on the present cam- 
pus. 

A separate laboratory will be es- 
tablished for physiology, with regu- 
lar clinical work tables, an advantage 
Miss .Conkle’s class has never before 
enjoyed. These laboratories will be 
better ventilated to carry off fumes 
from chemical operation more ade- 
quately than is done at present, the 
instructor said. 

The most advantageous improve- 
ment in the physics department be- 
sides the new laboratory will be a 
separate lecture room with raised 
stats, so that those in the class may 
look down on the lecturer’s table and 
see more clearly experiments that 
are being conducted. This lecture 
room will accommodate 70 people. 

Neither. the physics laboratory nor 
lecture room will contain cupboards, 
reveals Russell, for a separate store 
room will be provided for him. There 
will also be a larger storeroom for 
the chemistry department. Russell will 
have a private office, another thing 
that will be new to him.
